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Ghazi, Jamal Kala, Ziyarat Kala and Adorn Kheil 
villages of Surkh Rode and discovered and de- 
stroyed 64 anti-personnel mines as well as 752 
unexploded large shells of mortar and cannon in 
the course of demining operation. 

On June 22 of the current year the unit left Nan- 
gariiar province for Jajee district to clear the vil- 
lage of Ali Kheil and Chamaoti villages. 



During these operations 108770 sqm. area com- 
prising 47323 sqm. agricultural land, 61047 
sqm. grazing land and 400 sqm. irrigation canal 
was cleared after discovering and destroying 520 
anti-personnel mine and 128 items of UXOs. Fi- 
nally on 23.9.94 the Site Office No. 5 was shift- 
ed to Parwan province to continue its humanitari- 
an activities there. 




Martyred Sheir Mohammed : 

Sheir Mohammed s/o Sheir Ahmad was bom in 
1957 at Mohammed Agha district of Logar prov- 
ince. 

Based on his family's advice Sheir Mohammad 
completed his elementary religious studies in the 
village mosque. At school age he went to school 
and when he graduated the sixth grade he joined 
the military school. On finishing the twelfth grade 
he was enrolled in the Military Academy. After 
completing his studies there he was assigned as a 
junior officer. 

At the time the Soviet aggressors occupied 
Afghanistan Sheir Mohammed was working as 
captain in the Afghan army. For serving his patri- 
ots in the right way he defected to the Mujaheddin 
and as a victorious Mujahed defeat Soviet force in 
many area. At a time when Communist forces re- 
peatedly made aerial attacks on the area where 
Sheir Mohammad's family and his clan were liv- 
ing and as a result of such savage attacks no 
chance for survival was left Sheir Mohammad 
moved his family to Peshawar and settled at Jalo- 
zo camp and then resumed Jehad. 

When the Soviets retreated Sheir Mohammed was 
intended to fight with the remaining Russians 



hidden in the ground, i.e. the mines. 

On May 26,1990 Sheir Mohammed joined the 
Mine Clearance Training Course organizaed in 
Resalpur. On completing the course he was em- 
ployed by ATC. 

On basis of his demining experience even at the 
time of Jehad, which he successfully performed 
beside other important duties ATC Authority ap- 
pointed Sheir Mohammad Ast. Team leader. He 
was a very qualified person. It was due to his 
pleasant attitude that his colleagues always re- 
spected him. He had great patience. He was very 
brave and used to* personally take part in demin- 
ing activities of his subordinates. In Payenda 
Kheil village Kohst province when in the morn- 
ing hours of Feb. 16,1992 Sheir Mohmmad and 
two of his devoted colleagues got engaged in dis- 
covering a very complicated anti-tank mine con- 
nected to and anti-personnel mine suddenly a big 
explosion took place and the three persons were 
blown up in such a way that thir flesh was col- 
lected from place many steps away from the spot 

Martyred Sheir Mohammad is survived by nine 
family members, including his spouse.
